The Eebel Invasion. 


The Rev, Dr. JACOBS, Professor of Ma- 


thematics iu Pennsylvania College, has juet 
published a very interesting account of the 
Battles at Gettysburg, with a faithfully 
delineated Map of the Battle-field, prepare* 
by himself from actual measurements, and 
giving distinctly all the positions of the 
contending armies.
